———-F-n-very-necessary-one,—The-“fire- 


raid” of Sunday last-clearly has 
stirred the Government more 
than anything else in this war. 
The Huns have now revealed 
thot they ‘are prepared to at- 
tempt to destroy everything 
historical and beautiful they can 
reach with their bombs; they 
are carrying total war to its 
ultimate stage.. 


Mr Herbert Morrison,- when 
announcing the compulsory 
scheme, found ,it necessary to 
include 2 rebuke in his state- 
ment. . “In more cities than one 
some of you have failed your 
country.

Listen to the comment of a shop 
girl, who, with her family, had been 
bombed out of her home in the mid- 
dle of the night.

I don’t want you to think the 
people of the Walk" are Indifferent 
to the discornforts and dangers of 
the ralds.
